Property tax assessment relief measures introduced in 
the Illinois House by Rep. Daniel M. Pierce, D. Highland 
Park, where approval last week in the sub-committee on 
real estate tax assessment- of the House Revenue 
Committee, 

In January Pierce, who serves as chairman of the 
revenue committee, introduced H.B. 179 which lowered 
the real estate tax assessment level from 3VA percent of 
market value, and H.B. 262 which raises the Homestead 
Exemption, applying to people regardless of age whose 
assessments are raised, from $1,500 to $5,000. 

The $1,500 Homestead Exemption bill for increase in 
assessments was passed by the legislature last -year and 
became effective with the 1978 real estate tax bills, which 
will be received in 1979. 

The House Revenue's sub-committee on real estate tax 
assessment approved both" Pierce bills last week and sent 
them on to the full committee after testimony from Lake 



County taxpayers, * 

Testifying on behalf of the bills were Deborah Gardner 
and Mary Lou Brown of Lindcnhurst. They presented 
petitions signed by-huridreds of Lake Villa Township 
taxpayers in support of the lowering of the assessed 
valuation from 33'/j percent of fair market value to 25 
percent of fair market value. 

Pierce said that both bills would be heard by the full 
House Revcnue'Gommittcc-during this month. 

He is also working on changes in the school aid formula 
that will end the practice of schools losing state aid when 
their assessed valuations are increased, thus, causing them 
to keep rates. high even though they are receiving more 
real estate taxes. 

Pierce's committee is also working on the replacement 
of corporate personal property taxes and has introduced 
H.B. '548 to accomplish this purpose, he said.

Financial News

In last week's column, we talked about the simplest 
form of life insurance. Annual Renewable Term. 

Every year as we get older the statistical probability of 
dying gets larger. AntuiJjQtenewablc Term matches this" 
rise in probability with r.iscs in premium. 

All term life insurance has to have rising premiums. 
Some, like mortgage insurance, have a level. premium for 
the policy. The amount of coverage goes down each year. 
The effective cost for the remaining coverage is going up. 

It would be nice to have a level coverage amount arid a 
level premium. Permanent life insurance allows you to do 
just that. When you first takeout the policy, the premiums 
for permanent are much higher than the premiums for 
term. The extra. goes into a special account in your name 
with the insurance company' (cash value). . 

As the cash value increases, the company has less actual 
insurance on you (amount at risk). The premium never 
changes. The cash value increases every year. If you live 
long enough, the cash value eventually equals the face 
amount of the policy: ! ( 

At that point, the company pays off on the policy as if 
you had died. They give you your cash value. They 'call this 
"endowing." If the policy endows before you reach the 
age of 100. -it's called an "endowment policy." 

If it endows at your age 100, it's called a "whole life" or 
an "ordinary life" policy. Whole life policies used to 
endow at the age of 96. - 

Let's go back to my friend Tom who you met last week. 
He's 35. He has no bad medical history to complicate 
things. He's interested in S25.0OO of life insurance. His 
annual premium with a company I write insurance with 
would be S454.50. At age 65 he would have paid in 513,635 
in total premiums and he could get SI 2,925 in cash value. 

Or he could wait until age 100 when he would have paid 
in S29.542.50 and he would have 525,000 in cash value (the 
face amount). 

If, he had taken the Whole life policy at the age of 25', his 
annual premiums would have bech $326.25. At age 65, he 
would have paid in Si 3.050 and he would have $14,250 in 
cash value. 

Is a term or permanent life insurance policy better for 
Tom? Only he and his wife can decide. Term costs less out 
of pocket today, but permanent gives you some of your 
money back in the form of cash value. We'll talk more 
about that cash value next week.
